No. ll(14)/73-LI(II)/Chem.I, — The handling of Explo- 
sives in the various ports of India is at present governed by 
the rules and regulations framed on the basis of the recom- 
mendations made by the Port Dangerous Goods Committee 
in their Report in 1954-5:5. Since the submission of the 
report of the Committee considerable developments have 
taken place in alLdlle major ports, both in volume and 
nature of' traffic, as well as in the additional facilities which 
have been provided in different Ports. Following the de- 
liberations of an Expert Committee set up in 1963 for the 
handling of explosives and dangerous goods in Indian 
Ports, certain rules were notified for the handling of ex- 
plosives, in the Ports of Bombay and Cochin during the 
1963 Emergency. In view of the significant increase in the 
scope and extent of explosive handling since 1954, and the 
large-scale handling of inward and outward cargo of explo- 
sives and dangerous items, it has been decided to set up a 
Committee for a comprehensive study of the matter and 
to make a report in regard to the problem of handling such 
cargo both during war-time or emergency situations and 
during normal times. The Composition of the Committee 
will be as follows

2. The terms of reference of the Committee will be as

Cochin, 
Kandla, Martfiagao, Goa, Paradip, Haldia, Manga- 
lore, and Tuticorin Ports, particularly in respect of 
safety measures and fire fighting equipment, having 
regard to the nature and the type of the explosives/ 
ammunition, mode of packing and other relevant 
considerations. 

(b) To examine the adequacy or otherwise of the exist- 
ing Rules, Regulations, etc On the handling and 
conveyance of other dangerous goods in the Ports 
mentioned in (a) above, having due regard to the 
nature and type of the goods, mode of packing etc. 

<c) To suggest additional measures and instructions, 
as deemed necessary for safety precautions, includ- 
ing fire fighting arrangements, when handling and 
coveying different kinds of explosives/ammunition 
both Defence oriented and Civil, having due regard 
to the nature and type of the goods, mode of pack- 
ing etc., and local conditions. 

(d) To suggest additional measures and Instructions as 
deemed necessary, for safety precautions including 
fire fighting arrangements, when handling and con- 
veying other dangerous goods, having due regard 
to the nature and type of the goods, mode of pack- 
ing etc., and local conditions at each Port 

(e) To draft separate regulations for handling of ex- 
plosives, petroleum and other dangerous goods for 
each of the Ports at (a) above, both during normal 
times and under emergencies such as War; and for 


large scale imports for Civil or defence purposes 
when ordinary regulations have to be suspended 
under the orders of the competent authority. 

(f) To examine the adequacy of Port facilities availa- 
ble at the Ports for the handling and conveyance 
of explosives for import and export or for other 
dangerous goods in large quantities, and to make 
recommendations for the provision of such heavy 
movements. 

The Committee will have the power to co-opt any other 
member considered necessary.
